Will Export Under 
: Federal License 


States Will Care for Own Wants 
First, Allies Next, and Thea 
FA the Neutrals 

Shipment of many important com. 
wodities out of the United States, 
except under federal license, will be 
barred. on and after July 15 by Presi- 
cent Wilson's’ proclamation, putting 
into operation the recent act of con- 
giess, authorizing government cou- 
trol of exporis. The list of commod- 
ities ancludes all munitions, foodstuffs 
and fertilizers. 

America’s needs will be given first 
consideration, the allies onext and 
then neutral nations, according to a 
statement issued by the president, 
arnouncing the new. policy, 
cflort will be made to prevent supplies 
from reaching the central powers. 

‘The fact that foodstuffs are |in- 
cluded in the proclamation is believ- 
to amount to a partial substantiation 
of reports that a complete embargy 
for sixty days on all food shipments 
is under consideration.
